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Sumpter Planners 
set public hearing on 


roller rink permit

The Sumpter Township Planning 
Commission has scheduled a 7:05 p.m., 
Feb. 12, public hearing after which it will 
decide whether to recommend revoking of 
the Special Exception Permit granted to the 
Sumpter Roller Rink. 

The permit enables the rink, at 19750 
Sumpter Road, to hold a variety of events 
besides skating. 

At the commission’s regular meeting Jan. 
8, township attorney Rob Young explained 
the situation and said the next step was to 
set the public hearing. Then, the planners 
would decide what they wanted to do and 
make a recommendation to the township 
board which would make the final 
decision. 

Young said since the township granted 
the permit last spring a number of instances 
have occurred and the board thought it was 
appropriate to ask the planning commission 
to make a recommendation on whether the 
permit should be revoked. 

Young said at the Feb. 12 meeting there 
would be a write up presented on activities 
at the rink and Bewey Horn would have 
every opportunity to present his side. 

Young said before the Jan. 8 meeting, 
Horn told him there would not be any more 
parties such as those that caused problems 
in the past. Horn told him he wanted the 
planning commission to allow him to 
continue other events, including a food 
handout program that is being proposed. 

"I'm going to take that as a good sign,” 
Young said, noting those comments indicate 
that Horn is taking steps that would not 
allow things to get out of control again. 

Commission chairperson Jane Stalmack 
said she would like someone from the 
township’s police department present at 
the hearing and Young said Detective John 
Toth would be there.

School Board hires new Director of Finance, after Carlesso resigns

Shareen Barker of Monroe was hired as 
the Van Buren Public Schools Director of 
Finance at Monday’s meeting of the school 
board. 

Barker replaces former Director Robert 
Carlesso, who resigned Dec. 16, after six 
months on the job. He was hired June 9, 
2014 at a salary of $104,000, plus fringes, 
and began work July 1. He had a two-year 
contract. 

Carlesso had been hired to fill the vacancy 
after Karen Moffitt retired as finance 
director. 

On Monday the board gave Barker a 
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contract effective Jan. 26 and running 
through June 30, 2016 for $104,500, 
plus fringe benefits offered to all 
administrators. 

School Supt. Michael Van Tassel said he 
was extremely excited, pointing out Barker 
has worked in "every single job that finance 
has to offer. She'll be dynamite for us.” 

Barker has been finance manager of the 
Gibraltar School District since January 
2013. Before that she was director of 
finance for the Southfield Public Schools 
since May, 2010. 

Previously she was director of finance for 
Melvindale-Northern Allen Park Schools, 
business office accountant at Airport 
Community Schools, internal auditor/ 
grant administration for the Taylor School 
District, starting off at the Taylor district as 
substitute secretary. 

Trustee Sherry Frazier said she had 
concerns of Barker leaving one school 


district for another in the middle of the 
school year, but then 
she talked to Barker : 
about it. She said f. 
Barker explained there up ou 
was a transition in place M a 
at Gibraltar and so that X 
allayed her concern. p 

Carlesso was a recent E 
topic of discussion at a Barker 
Van Buren Township board meeting. 

On Dec. 16, Carlesso's appointment 
to the VBT Local Development Finance 
Authority was confirmed by the VBT 
Board of Trustees. 

During discussion on his appointment 
to the LDFA by the school district, VBT 
Supervisor Linda Combs said, *He didn't 
want to do it. His boss forced him to do 
it.”

Although the public hearing would be 
in February, members of the commission 
wanted to ask Horn and co-owner Kathleen 
Spires some questions and proceeded to do 
SO. 

Commissioner Sharon Claxton asked 
what were the parties that drew police to 
the rink and Horn said it was a college 
fraternity Halloween party. 

Spires said those leasing the rink were 
from Eastern Michigan University and 
they had a contract saying they would have 
their own security and the firm was named 
on the contract. 

“We leased to a bad customer and we 
handled it the best we could," Spires said, 
adding, “Bewey called the police and a 
legal security company was on site when 
it occurred." 

Township Trustee Matthew Oddy, who 
sits on the commission as liaison to the 
board, said there were to be no exterior 
improvements, yet the rink has a new 
parking lot. He said there should have been 
a site plan. 

Horn said he put stone on the grass behind 
the building and had no clue he couldn't do 
that. 

Oddy said the township ordinance 
department should make sure the 
ordinances are being followed. He said 
the township forced Keystone Academy 
to hard-surface their parking lot when they 
just wanted gravel. 

"You're saying that was part of the 
permit?" Spires asked in amazement. 

“We never got any rules for it," Horn 
said, noting they asked if there were any 
rules and were told it was just a Special 
Exception Permit. 

"[t was part of the planner's 
Oddy said. 

The planner, Laura Kreps, was not present 
at that evening's meeting. 

“Td like to see a copy of that,” 
of the review. 

Oddy said it was in the packet he 
received for that meeting. He referred to 
the Planning Commission meeting of May 
8, 2014 when a public hearing was held 
and the commission voted to recommend 
approval to the board. At its May 13, 2014 
meeting, the board of trustees approved a 
permit allowing rentals for parties at the 
rink. 

Horn asked if the planner’s review was 
available to the public to see, since he said 
he never saw it. 

“We came down and asked and they said 
we just had special use,” Horn repeated. 

“Does it have to do with the special 
use permit?” Spires asked referring to the 
gravel on the grass. 

Oddy said that was separate from the 
review of the special use, but he wanted it 


review,” 


Horn said, 


all to be done at the same time. 

“They called and said they had some 
gravel,” he said not specifying who had 
called. “... Then I put it in on the grass so 
they wouldn’t be on the road,” Horn said, 
referring to a school group coming from 
Keystone. “I didn’t dig out the grass...” 

Oddy asked attorney Young if Horn 
shouldn’t have come to the township for 
his parking lot expansion. 

“You’re making up the rules now?” said 
an exasperated Horn. 

“You guys were CC'd on it,” Oddy said. 

“Revocation of the Special Exception 
Permit will come up in February and the 
police will say what happened,” Young 
said. “I’m confident something will be 
worked out.” 

Commissioner Chris Walter-Hamm asked 
what event the rink had on New Year’s 
Day. 

Spires said it was an all-night skate party 
for youngsters 12 to 15. She said it was a 
roller skating party held every year and 
they keep watch that older kids don’t come 
in or hang around outside. 

Spires said a female police officer said 
the rink should put up “no loitering” signs 
and so they did on each corner. 

After the commission set the date for the 
public hearing, Spires asked if she could 
speak during the Open Floor part of the 
meeting and commission chairwoman 
Stalmack gave her the floor. 

Spires said it has been said that this was 
a financial situation. *No, it wasn't," she 
said, adding that they didn't charge that 
much for use of the building. She passed 
out blue-covered packets of information to 
commission members. She said Det. Toth 
also has one of the folders. 

“This is asking the planning commission 
to vote no to revoke,” Spires explained, 
detailing what they had put in the folder. 
“In the spring we applied and paid the fee 
to get permission to hold other than roller 
skating. We had the EMU frat house four to 
five times in the past without incident.” 

She said on Aug. 19 they leased out the 
rink for an Oct. 30 party from 11 p.m. to 2 
a.m. to a fraternity group from EMU. 

“We required them to sign a contract 
that said this is a non-smoking facility. No 
drugs or alcohol,” Spires said. 

She said on Oct. 31 guests of the lease 
were in the parking lot at the gas station 
across the road and a fight erupted. Horn 
called the police. 

She said Det. Toth has informed them 
just before this meeting that “cameras and 
footage” showed the fight happened in the 
rink’s parking lot. She said they didn’t 
know it was on their property until now. 

“We did not want this for our community,” 
Spires said. “We decided to apologize to 
the police department and community.” 

She said Horn went over to the police 
station and told them the rink would no 
longer rent to those types of organizations.

She and Horn composed an apology letter 
that was printed in the Independent. 

Spires said the detective made Horn feel 
like he did something wrong, like he was 
the perpetrator. Horn was asked why he 
didn’t report in his call to the police that 
there was a gun? Horn said he didn’t know 
there was a gun involved. 

Spires said she and Horn opened the 
roller rink in 2010. 

“We leased to the party in good faith 

. the incident, we thought, was not on 
our property,” she said. “Things happen 
everywhere... We cannot control that. We 
want to create a safe and fun place to be.” 

She said that Deborah Baker of Growing 
Hope was with them that evening. She has 
proposed using the rink for marketing of 
locally grown food products. 

Spires said they have had family parties 
and revivals and in October they established 
a teen dance club, once a month on a 
Friday. 

Commissioner Joy Cichewicz asked how 
many big parties they have had, like the 
one on Halloween? 

Spires said there have been seven parties 
of 200 or more people. 

“It’s a terrible situation that happened,” 
Spires said of the violence. 

The commissioners started referring to a 
list of calls where police had to go to the 
rink. Horn and Spires asked if they could 
see what they were looking at. 

They were given a copy and, after looking 
over the list, Horn said there were just two 
calls listed for after-hours parties and the 
rest were for skating. 

Horn said in September a girl called the 
police from outside the rink and nothing 
was found. She reported a man with a gun 
and Horn said he never saw a gun. Horn 
said the same girl reported an assault and 
there was no assault. 

He said that girl was out there at three in 
the morning wearing a tether. 

Spires said it was the police who told 
them they should get a Special Use permit, 
so they did. 

“We don’t need the trouble,” Spires said, 
referring to not following the law. 

Commissioner Cichewicz asked if it 
was possible to change the permit rather 
than revoke it and attorney Young said the 
commission could recommend that it be 
modified. 

Chairperson Stalmack said the 
commission suggests to the township 
board. The neighbors will get letters for the 
public hearing, like they did for the May 8 
public hearing. 


Stalmack said she would like to hear 
more about the food project. 

Baker said there is no request yet, but she 
would like the State to pay fora commercial 
kitchen for the rink. 

“It’s just an idea,” Baker said. 

Young said the planner could look at the 
project and make a recommendation. 

Township Trustee Bill Hamm said from 
the audience that he was on the planning 
commission when the rink issue came 
before it. He recalls people would be 
allowed to bring in their own alcohol. 

Spires said they did not apply for a liquor 
license. 

Hamm said people could bring their own, 
he thought. 

Young said it used to be that you would 
be able to bring alcohol if there was no cost 
to get in or it would be possible to get a 
one-day liquor license. 

Hamm said the discussion that evening 
was almost like the public hearing that isn’t 
scheduled until Feb. 12. But this meeting is 
without the detective. 

Horn said they are not allowed to bring 
alcohol. 

“They got carried away, so we stopped 
it," Horn said. 

Spires said it is in the contract and they 
do NOT allow alcohol. 

Kay Harris identified herself as a parent 
of one of the people that works at the Skate 
Park. She said the kind of people employed 
at the rink make a positive influence on 
their lives. 

She said one child bullied another and the 
person went to the hospital. She said the 
kids went to court to testify, even though 
they see that bully at school. 

“This one person caused all this and 
they never saw a gun,” Harris said of the 
Halloween incident. “I hate that one person 
brought this on. 

“Tt made the college kids look bad and 
not all college kids are bad,” she said. 

The Sumpter Roller Rink was built by 
John and Clara Januszyk in 1940 and has 
been in operation for 75 years.

Sumpter Board 
mulls money for 
Belleville museum 


AtTuesday’s regular meeting of the Sumpter 

Township Board of Trustees, Supervisor 
John Morgan said Van Buren Township 
Supervisor Linda Combs had contacted 
him about support for the Belleville Area 
Museum. 

She said VBT contributes $35,000 a year 
and Sumpter Township has paid nothing in 
recent years. Actually it cut the museum 
out of its budget in March 1998 when times 
were very tough. Combs said the city of 
Belleville had been giving $10,000, but may 
not be able to give that. 

Supervisor Morgan asked the board if it 
wanted to give anything or wait and see 
what Belleville does. 

Trustee Peggy Morgan said she would like 
some time for board members to “toss this 
around in our heads.” Supervisor Morgan 
said they could bring suggestions to the next 
meeting on Jan. 27. 

Resident Mary Ban asked the board to see if 
they can find a little bit of money to support 
the museum. She said it takes a lot to keep 
a museum’s archives going and this is so 
important. “Roots establish a community,” 
she said, adding that the story of Sumpter 
is not adequately displayed in the Belleville 
museum. 

“I hope Sumpter Township will find it in 
their hearts,” she said, noting local history 
goes back to the 1700s. “It will put Sumpter 
Township a little bit more on the map,” Ban 
said. 

VBT does need some help with the museum 
and Sumpter could pitch in.

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the U.S. Bankruptcy Court on his case, which 
has been in progress for more than a year 
and a half. He filed bankruptcy immediately 
after being disbarred. 

It’s hard for me, a layman, to understand 
legalese, but it appears the final report says 
White had receipts of $15,050 and approved 
disbursements of $5,860, leaving a balance 
on hand of $9,189.48. 

That is being disbursed for Chapter 7 
administrative expenses of $2,623 and the 
balance of $6,566.48 to the IRS. 

There also is $27,414.64 in secured claims 
to Ford Motor Co. and the IRS that isn’t 
being paid now. 

The report also says there are more 
unsecured creditors totaling $4,602,213 .87 
and payment to them will be allowed pro 
rata only after all “allowed administrative 
and priority claims have been paid in full.” 
Then the unsecured claims are listed to 32 
individuals and businesses, from $761,976 
as the top amount to $450.55 as the bottom 
amount (Michigan Bell Telephone Co.). 

Apparently, the bankruptcy is almost over. 
Then, in a different court, comes his sentence 
in 20 felonies that he has pled no contest 
to (treated as a guilty plea). That’s Feb. 3. 
Then, the multiple civil suits will begin. 

ValuePenguin sent me a report on the 
safest towns in Michigan because Sumpter 
Township was #49 out of 186 towns in the 
state they covered and we cover Sumpter 
Township. The standings were based on the 


FBI’s 2013 crime statistics, the most recent 
available. The FBI stats were released in 
November and, you may recall, we printed 
them in December. 

Van Buren Township was #116 on the list 
and Belleville wasn’t listed.

their mailboxes clear for letter carriers. 

Delivery service may be delayed or 
curtailed whenever streets or walkways 
present hazardous conditions for letter 
carriers or when snow is plowed against 
mailboxes. 

“The Postal Service curtails delivery only 
after careful consideration, and only as the 
last resort," Inman said. “Any curtailed 
mail is attempted the next delivery day. 

“Blue collection boxes also need to be 
kept clear for our customers to deposit 
their mail and for the Postal Service to 
collect the mail for delivery. Residents and 
businesses with collection boxes near their 
property are asked to keep them clear of 
snow and ice. 

“We want our letter carriers to be safe,” 
Inman said. “We can only do this with the 
help of our customers." 

Inman said the Postal Service receives 
no tax dollars for operating expenses and 
relies on the sale of postage, products and 
services to fund its operations.

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County Executive saves 
$1.2 million on Day 1 -- 
less staff, lower salaries 


Wayne County Executive Warren Evans has 
put together an executive staff he says will help 
restructure county government and reassure 
citizens that there will be transparency and 
good stewardship of the public’s trust. 

Evans also said all of his appointees will 
take a 5% salary reduction, a move that 
saves Wayne County taxpayers $1.2 million. 
In addition, Evans will have nine fewer 
executive appointees than the previous county 
administration when six other positions, 
including three critical, are filled. 

“The County is facing difficult financial 
problems and I will deal with those issues in 
a forthright and transparent manner beginning 
day one,” Evans said. 

Evans also announced his senior leadership 
team, which will be led by Chief of Staff 
Rudy Hobbs. Hobbs, a former Michigan state 
representative and Detroit Public Schools 
teacher, will manage the county executive's 
office. Hobbs will be paid $140,600. 

Other Executive Staff appointments include: 

* Assistant County Executive June Lee. Lee 
will be responsible for providing oversight 
of county departments. He will be paid 
$138,387. 

* Chief Restructuring Officer Tony 
Saunders. He will lead county restructuring 
efforts, identify efficiencies and help 
implement the county deficit elimination 
plan. Saunders will be paid $138,387. 

* Communications Director Lloyd Jackson. 
Jackson will manage the County Executive's 
communications staff and serve as chief media 
contactandspokesman.Hewillbepaid$ 116,898. 

Evans said he will continue interviewing 
candidates for Deputy CEO, CFO and 
purchasing director and will announce those 
appointments as they are made. 

“My administration has assembled an 
executive team that is ready to restore the 
public’s confidence in county government,” 
Evans said. “We are all excited to get to 
work bringing fiscal accountability and more 
efficient and better government services to 
Wayne County residents.”

should appoint Carlesso if he didn’t want 
to do it, but Combs said he came to both 
LDFA meetings held since his appointment 
by the school district, so they approved his 
appointment. 

In other school business at Monday’s 
meeting, the board: 

* Was recognized officially for their 
service with a resolution from the Wayne 
County Regional Educational Service 
Agency (RESA), a certificate, and an 
orange and black beverage carrier. The 
board is recognized each January; 

* Was advised that Supt. Van Tassel had 
ordered two new vans from Atchinson Ford 
to replace the vehicles lost in the November 
fire at the bus garage. The insurance 
awarded $19,700 for each maintenance 
van. The two 2015 Transit 250 Medium 
Roof vans will cost $28,248.28 each, so 
the general budget will pay for the extra 
$17,096.56. Van Tassel said he approved 
the order last week so the vans could come 
sooner.

Principal John Leroy gave 
the presentation and ELA teacher Tracy 
Delfuocco added she has been at McBride 
for 18 years and, "We've never had 
enough books for everyone." Now they 
will. Trustee Kathy Kovach commented, 
"They didn't have enough books for every 
student? That makes me sad”; 

* Approved the board policy updates to 
align the district with new federal and state 
laws; 

* Heard Human Resources Director Shonta 
Langford-Green explain what directory 
information on students is available to 
the public and that specific information 
on students can be withheld by a parent/ 
guardian; 

* Approved spending $23,650 from the 
2015 sinking fund to get architectural / 
engineering design for boiler replacements 
at McBride and Owen schools by Peter 
Basso Associates, Inc. Basso will get 
$19,000 and the rest is for existing 
equipment testing and survey services 
and 1096 contingency. Van Tassel said he 
had the authority to approve this, but he 
would rather have Eric Dumont of Plante 
Moran CRESA on hand to explain the 
project. Dumont said the design would be 
done in January, bids come in the spring, 
and construction be done in the summer. 


The boilers in place are the originals and 
are about ten years past their end of life, 
he said. Board Vice President Martha Toth 
said the project will cost about $1 million 
and voters should realize they couldn't 
have this project done without the sinking 
fund;
